Injured:

years: shock, overcome by smoke. Will- 
iam Dfi-rr, 30 years.

3G years, butler; face lacer- 
ated, overcome by smoke. 


The fire started in the basement, and 


in a few minutes the lower part of the 
house was enveloped in flames. There 
was a panic, and Mrs. Victoria Under- 
wood. MIC. Raymond's younger sis- 
ter, who had come here from Ohio to 
spend the Christmas holidays, jumped 
from the third story window and was 
lulled 
almost 
instantly.

Doerr, a conductor, who had run to 
assist in the rescue, among many 
others, and who was ascending a lad- 
der to try to rescue Mrs. Underwood, j 
was struck bv her body as she fe!l 
and knocked to the pavement below. 
He struck nn iron railing- that sur- 
rounded the house and was seriously 
injured. 


Mrs. Raymond, who occupied a room 


on the second floor, was assisted to the 
window by her husband and stood on 
the sill, panic stricken and calling for 
help -Two, firemen went rapidly up

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street shouted to the Raymonds not 
to jump. They were so confused and 
frightened 
and half 
suffocated that 


they seemed not to know what they 
were doing. 


As the firemen neared the window 


Mrs. Raymond stumbled and fell. Her 
night dress caught in a rung of thf 
ladder and her body whirled around as 
it fell to the flagged area. She was 
picked up unconscious and taken to 
Roosevelt hospital, where she died last 
night. 


Harriett Fee, a domestic, who had 


run upstairs at the first alarm to arouse 
the persons sleeping in the house, was 
unable to set to the street again, and 
was burned to death. 


Mr. Raymond himself was rescued 


and taken to Roosevelt hospital, where 
it was found that he was suffering a 
great deal from having inhaled flames 
and smoke. 


It is claimed by the authorities that 


the casual! tes resulted by reason of 
panic. The house was supplied with 
fire escapes and the firemen were early 
at the scene.

Darling's husband* was at liake i.inde- 
man, and she had arranged to join him 
with her two sons, who had almost 
reached manhood. Shaw was a Skaguay ' 
man. who had business at the lake. 
Bert Jones was but 19 years old, and 
the reason for his taking the dangerous 
trip does not appear. He was a friend 
of the Darling boys. The name of the 
sixth person has not been ascertained. 


Contrary to the advice of old timers, 


who realized that the trip was a dan- 
gerous one, after the recent storms, the 
party set out with light outfits. It was 
storming very hard when they crossed 
the summit, but they succeeded in 
reaching Crater lake, where the bliz- 
zard forced them to camp, although it 
was but seven miles to their destina- 
tion. While encamped there tons of 
Ice and snoxv, mixed with rocks and 
timber, swept over 
them, evidently 


without warning, and went on down 
the valley, leaving them buried undei 
several feet of hard snow. Their bodit-s 
were found three days later by search- 
ing parties.

The fire sta rted in the basem ent, and 
in a few m inutes the lower p a rt of the 
house was enveloped in flames. There 
w as a panic, and Mrs. Victoria U nder­ 
wood, Mrs. 
R ay m o n d ’s younger sis­ 
ter, who had come here from Ohio to 
epend the C hristm as holidays, jum ped 
from the third story window and w as 
killed 
alm ost 
instantly. 
W illiam 
Doerr, a conductor, who had run to 
assist in the 
rescue, 
am ong 
m any 
others, and who w as ascending a lad­ 
der to try to rescue Mrs. Underwood, 
was struck bv her body as she fell 
and knocked to the pavem ent below, 
lie struck r.n iron 
railing 
th a t s u r­ 
rounded the house and w as seriously 
injured. 


Mrs. R aym ond, w ho occupied a room 
on the second floor, w as assisted to the 
window by her husband and stood on 
the sill, panic stricken and calling for 
help 
Two, Premen 
w ent rapidly 
up 
^scarJr^O adders, while people on the 
street shouted to the R aym onds not 
to jum p. 
They were so confused and 
frightened 
and half 
suffocated th a t 
they seemed not to know w h at they 
were doing-. 


As the firemen neared the window 
Mrs. R aym ond stum bled and fell. H er 
night dress caught in a ru n g of the 
ladder and her body whirled around as 
it fell to the flagged area. 
She was 
picked up unconscious and taken to 
Roosevelt hospital, where she died last 
night, 


H arriett Fee, a domestic, who had 
run upstairs at the first alarm to arouse 
the persons sleeping in the house, w as 
unable to get to the street again, and 
w as burned to death. 


Mr. R aym ond himself w as rescued 
and taken to Roosevelt hospital, where 
it was found th a t he w as suffering a 
great deal from having inhaled flames 
and smoke. 


It is claimed by the authorities th a t 
the casualites resulted by reason of 
panic.

D arling’s h u sb a n d ’ was a t Lake L inde­ 
m an, and she had arranged to join him 
w ith her tw o sons, who had alm ost 
reached manhood. Shaw was a Skaguay 
m an, who had business at the lake. 
B ert Jones w as but 19 years old, and 
the reason for his taking the dangerous 
trip does not appear. 
He w as a friend 
of the D arling boys. 
The nam e of the 
sixth person has not been ascertained. 


C ontrary to the advice of old timers, 
who realized th a t the trip w as a d a n ­ 
gerous one, afte r the recent storm s, the 
p a rty set out w ith light outfits. 
It was 
storm ing very h ard when they crossed 
the sum m it, 
but they succeeded 
in 
reaching C rater lake, w here the bliz­ 
zard forced them to i:amp, although it 
w as but seven miles to th eir destina­ 
tion. 
While encam ped there tons of 
ice and snow, mixed w ith rocks and 
tim ber, swept over 
them, 
evidently 
w ithout w arning, and went on down 
the valley, leaving them buried undei 
several feet of hard snow. T heir bodies 
were found three days later by search­ 
ing parties.

them quickly and with as little pain 
as possible. 
1 would have to whistle 
to the prisoners to look at me so I 
could get a fair aim.

time have I left the jjen sick at heart 
with myself and my job.

Thirty years ago there wore only 
two dozen explosive compounds known 
to chemists; now there aro over a 
thousand.

Do not, however, 
be in too great a hurry to turn it into 
ridicule, for she who bore it was a 
brave woman, and worthy of all re- 
Bpect. 


You must know that Mme. Jambe— 


Mother Jambe, the soldiers called her 
•—was for many years cantiniere in a 
regiment of the line,and in this capac- 
ity she was a sort of good angel to 
the troops. Officers and soldiers alike 
all respected her. 


She married, when about thirty 


years of age, the quartermaster-gen- 
eral of the regiment. 
His time was 


nearly up, but he remained with the 
colors in order to help his wife to keep 
the canteen. 


The little house was a prosperous 


one, for Mme. Jambe had more than 
one string to her bow, and well under- 
stood how to employ her spare time 
profitably. She had learned the art 
(or science, perhaps, it should be 
called) of hair-dressing, and on the 
occasion of any fete was iu great re- 
quest with the officers' wives. The 
thrifty woman was thus able to lay by 
a very considerable sum of money, 
which by no means lessened her pop- 
ularity in the regiment. 


After a year of married life a son was 


born, and Mme. Jambe and her hus- 
band agreed that as soon as he should 
attain the proper age, he, too, should 
be a soldier. At the age of sixteen he 
passed into the ranks, and being smart 
and intelligent, he seemed to have a 
bright future before him. 
But the husband and father died sud- 
denly in 1869. It was a terrible shock 
to poor Mme. Jambe, and she would 
hardly have survived it -were it not 
for the thought of her son, and the 
hope that he would be a comfort to 
her in her declining years. 
Sorrow 


aged her more than her rough life had 
done, and she left the service and set- 
tled in a little cottage left her by her 
parents in the village of Clusy, near 
Pontarliers. 


A year later war broke out, and this 


was another sorrow for her to bear. 
She was a patriot, was Mme. Jambe, 
but she was a mother also. 


During that terrible winter of 1870- 


71, she hardly slept for three consecu- 
tive hours in the twenty-four. Always 
on the alert for news, she chafed sorelv 
at the snow, which almost cut off her 
little village from the outer -world,and 
made communication a matter of great 
difficulty. 


She passed whole weeks in ignor- 


ance of the progress of the war, of 
her son's whereabouts, and then,little 
by little, she heard of the defeats, and 
at last learned that her son, a sergeant 
now, had been attached to the army 
of the east, which was then being 
formed under the command of General 
Bonrbaki. 


From this time and in All -weathers 


she might be seen each day trudging 
the weary, snow-covered miles which 
lay between Clusy and Pontarliers, or 
else climbing to Fort de Jons, over- 
looking the Swiss frontier. She sought 
news, but news, unhappily, was scarce 
and contradictory. 


Suddenly, toward the end of Jan- 


nary, the rumor spread that the army 
of the east was approaching, baring 
failed to relieve Belfort 
For nearly 


a week Mine. Jambe kept a strict 
watch day and night, scanning eagerly 
the road by which she ,hoped to see 
the French arrive. 


They were signalled at last, but the 


Germans were signalled, too, from the 
opposite direction, and it seemed evi- 
dent that the armies would encounter 
one another iu the immediate neigh- 
borhood. 


And now I will let Mme. Jambe 


take up the story, for what followed I 


must Hide us," he 


said. 'The general has entrusted ra* 
with a message to the commandant of 
the foH, but the Prussians have seen 
us and are in pursuit. They must not 
find UH. ' 
" 'Give me your order,' I cried, 'I 


will tuke it while you hide here; no 
one will suspect a woman 
' 


"I had no time to finish, we heard 


a discharge of musketry and a neigh- 
bor rushed in crying: 
" 'The Prussians! The Prussians 


are here!' 


"I pushed my son and his friends 


into a storeroom,at the farther end of 
which, under some hay, was the door 
lending into the cellar where I kept 
niy little stock of wine and cider. 


"The Prussians entered in through 


the open door; I saw others in the 
road. There must have been about 
one hundred of them altogether. A 
young officer was in command. 


lie came up to me and said, bru- 


tally— 


"Ms it von who are Mme. Jambe?' 
" 'Yes, I am she,' I answered him. 
"'Your son has just entered this 


house.' 


•"My son! He is far away from 


here, always supposing that he is still 
alive.' 


"'He is here; I am sure of it. 


Come, now, where is he?' 
" 'You must seek him, then.' 
"He made a sign, and I was sur- 


rounded and prevented from moving 
my position. The soldiei s ransacked 
the house, I asked myself meanwhile 
who could be the coward who had be- 
trayed my son. 


"At last the brutes found him—him 


and his friends, and I saw them 
dragged out covered with the hay in 
which they had attempted to conceal 
themselves. And my son! How brave 
and handsome he looked with his 
flashing eyes. Yes! he was my own 
flesh and blood, and I felt proud of 
him. 
They were rigorously searched 


for the message they were supposed 
to bear, but as it was a verbal one 
they could tiud nothing. 


"The 
officer stamped 
about the 


room, mad with rage. 
Glancing at 


the prisoners, he said: 
" 'Is your son amongst them?' 
" 'He is not; and if he were I would 


not confess it.' 


"He drew his sword on me, and 


then we were all dragged out into the 
roadway, the officer shouting: 
" 'Where is the man who gave ns 


the information?' 
" 'One of his companions has just 


killed him,' a Prussian sergeant re- 
plied, pointing to a corpse which I had 
not seen, hidden as it was behind a 
bush. 


"The traitor was a franc-tireur,who, 


to save his own life, had given up my 
son to the enemy. 
His punishment 


had not been long delayed. 
" 'The murderer will be shot!' cried 


the officer; then, looking fiercely at a 
group of villagers who were cowering 
under his men's bayonets, he con- 
tinued: 


CAPTAIN CHADWICK'S VIEWS, 


The Vulu« of Armor In * S«a Fight WM 


Not Tr*t<*U ut gttntluKO. 


Armor played but a small part; the 


ten-inch water-line belts of the Viz- 
caya class were not struck by any 
heavy shell, and the Colon was struck 
but five times by anything, her sur- 
render being due to her inability to 
keep up the effort to escape and the 
fact that she had no chance against 
the overpowering force of four heavy 
ships in pursuit. 
Her captain states 


that she was not struck after leaving 
the vicinity of the harbor. When the 
thirteeu-inch shells of the Oregon, 
fired from a range of 9000 yards— 
somewhat over five land miles—began 
to fall near, she at once saw the hope- 
lessness of her case. 


The eleven-inch guns iu the turrets 


of the Vizcaya class were en barbette, 
that is, they looked over the turret 
and not through a port in the turret. 
They had an overhead protection of a 
spherical 
two-and-three-quarter-inch 


shield covering the 
entire turret 


This, in the Oquendo, had been 
pierced by an eight-inch shell at the 
edge of the opening for the gun, which 
had burst inside and had killed every 
one in the turret. When boat ded the 
second day after the action all were 
found at. their posts, a petty officer in 
the attitude of aiming. This occur- 
rence illustrates what was strongly 
borne in upon us, viz., that no armor 
should be used which is not sufficient 
to protect. Light protection sufficient 
to burst a shell is far worse than none. 
In the case mentioned the shell, if 
the curved shield had not beeu there 
to burst it, by the resistance offered 
sufficient cause the fuse to act, might 
have passed over harmlessly. A six- 
inch had passed through a" shield of 
a five and a half-inch broadside gun 
of the Maria Teresa, and bursting 
must have killed the entire gun's 
crew. Of course such shields as men- 
tioned will protect from ordinary shell 
fragments, but the larger fragments 
of a moderate-sized shell" have enor- 
mous cutting power, the anchor-chain 
of the Iowa, for example, the links of 
which are of iron two and a half inches 
in diameter, being cleanly cut in two 
by a fragment of a five and a half 
inch shell, which burst on her berth 
deck.—F. E. Chadwick, commanding 
the flagship New York, in Scribner's.

Armor played but a small part; the

How tlio Soft Clam Lives. 


As the soft clam lies in his burrow 
he pushes his tubes up into the sea­ 
water above and sucks in a scream 
which bears not only the microscopic 
particles of organic matter that serve 
as his food, but also the oxygen which 
he requires. Flowing out the current 
carries with it the excrementitious 
matter. 
With this animal it is never 
long between drinks, which may ac­ 
count for the adage, “ Happy as a 
clam.” 


In the spring the eggs of the clam 
issue into the cavities *of the outer 
gills. 
Here they develop and form 
little papery shells. 
At this stage the 
young clams are just about big enough 
to be seen by the naked eye. 
Pres­ 
ently they are discharged into the 
water, and by this time they aro 
ready to take care of themselves, 
anchoring themselves to the bottom 
by slender threads and holding on 
against the current. 
Soft clams be­ 
tray their hiding places to the know­

GANIZE CO-OPERATIVE COLONIES. 


The Zonrite* Once 
a Wealthy Hand— 


America it Favorite Ground for 
Com- 


munistic Kndeiivor*—Tho Oiieidv Com- 
iuunlly — The Brook Farm i:\ix-i-initMit. 
The disbandmeut of the Zoar com- 


munity in Ohio marks the failure of 
the strongest community ever louud- 
ed and the one that seemed most 
prosperous. But the Zoar community 
has gone the way that all must tread 
in the course of time. 


For eighty-one years the Zoarites 


have held together, having a religious 
bond of union, the founders being a 
sect from Wurtemburg, in Germany, 
called the Sepaiatists. 


According to Professor Ely's "The 


Labor Movement in America," they 
owned several thousand acres of laud, 
had several manufacturing establish- 
ments and property valued at $1,500,- 
000, ^ith a membership of 390 souls. 


There aie so many of these attempts 


to put socialism into practice, and for 
the most part they are so insignifi- 
cant and unostentatious that statistics 
are difficult to secure. 
Yet the best 


estimates are that two hundred or 
more serious attempts of the kind 


dwell iu harmony. 
Topolobampo was 


founded in 188G iu Mexico with 
410 persons, and the members by hard 
work managed to make a living and 
dwell together in peace until a year 
ago, when there woro dissensions such 
as have wrecked previous communi- 
ties of the same Lind. 


Buskin was founded in 1894. 
It 


still thrives. 
Its organizers are good 


men of business and its prospects are 
brighter than t\ii pe of most.

It is a matter of wedding eti- 
quette that she should fight against 
being married,and all the females and 
women of the family join with her in 
repelling the gioom. 
The friends of 


the groom help him and there is a 
lively skirmish in the bride's home, 
which ends in her being dragged out 
by her future husband. 
He swings 


her onto his horse and goes oil'on the 
gallop, making for the nearest wood. 
The women pursue, but the groom, of 
course, soon distances them. Having 
reached the forest he takes his lady 
love with him into its recesses and 
there spends the honeymoon.

return to the house of the groom and 
are considered married.

Curtis and other geniuses scarcely 
less well known, who in the enthusi- 
asm of their youth believed they were 
about to reform the world. Begin- 
ning as a co-operative farm, it became 
a Fonrieristic community. The best 
brains of New England 
discussed 


philosophy, milked cows and hoed po- 
tatoes until the members tiied of tue 
life after five years of the monotonous 
existence. 


A different class are those commu- 


nities that have been founded during 
the last thirty years. These number 
ahont sixty, and have been for the 
most paii formed by socialists who 
wished to pat their theories into prac- 
tice on a small ssale. Lacking the ie- 
ligions bond, though, they 3i:ive some- 
times succeeded for a while, in the end 
they have failed.

The disbandment of the Zoar com­ 
munity in Ohio marks the failure of 
the strongest community ever found­ 
ed and the one that seemed most 
prosperous. But the Zoar community 
has gone the way that all must tread 
in the course of time. 


For eiglity-one years tho Zoarites 
have held together, having a religious 
bond of union, the founders being a 
sect from Wurtemburg, in Germany, 
called the Separatists. 


According to Professor Ely’s “ Tho 
Labor Movement in America,” they 
owned «several thousand acres of land, 
had several manufacturing establish­ 
ments and property valued at 81,500,- 
000, with a membership of 390 souls. 


There are so many of these attempts 
to put socialism into practice, aud for 
the most part they are so insignifi­ 
cant and unostentatious that statistics 
are difficult to secure. 
Yet the best 
estimates are that Iavo hundred or 
more, serious attempts of tho kind 
have been made in America and not 
moro than half a dozen are in exist­ 
ence.

The Shakers in America date from 
1774 and maintain their organization 
to this day, though their complete 
Success is questioned and there have 
been desertions recently and few con­ 
verts. 
The Harmonists, established 
in 17S7, first settled in Pennsylvania, 
then went to Indiana, and later to 
Economy, Penn, where they remained 
until a si;lit in tho society a few years 
ago. 


The Oneida, or Peyfectionists, es­ 
tablished by John Humphrey Noyes, 
at Oneida, N. Y., in 1881, dissolved, 
and now exists only as a joint-stock 
company for managing its wealth. 
Of 
other religious cammunities that have 
not beeu significant there are scores 
such as those at Brockton, N. Y.; 
Hopedale, 
Mass.; 
Mountain Cove, 
the Oakesites, Aueora, Oregon; Beth­ 
el, Missouri, and others that are not 
of great interest. 


Fourierism, or the doctrines of 
Fourier, the French socialist, who be­ 
lieved that industry should be carried 
on by isolated communities, made a 
great impression through the brilliant 
writings of its founder. 
Over thirty- 
four phalanxes were 
organized in 
America and they have all failed. The 
most brilliant was Brook Farm, which 
will live in literature as wrell as his­ 
tory, because its members included 
Emerson, Channing, Cana, Margaret 
Fuller, Theodore 
Parker, William 
Curtis and other geniuses scarcely 
less Avell known, who in the enthusi­ 
asm of their youth believed they were 
about to reform the world. 
Begin­ 
ning as a co-operative farm, it became 
a Fourieristio community. 
Tho best 
brains of New England discussed 
philosophy, milked cows and hoed po­ 
tatoes until the members tired of the 
life after five years of the monotonous 
existence, 


A different class are those commu­ 
nities that have been founded during 
the last thirty years. 
These number 
about sixty, and have been for tho 
m ostpait formed by socialists who 
wished to put their theories into prac­ 
tice on a small si ale. Lacking the re­ 
ligious bond, though, they have some­ 
times succeeded for a while, in the end 
they have failed. 
The Icaria colony, 
one of the largest, founded by the 
French and dating back twenty years 
before the jjeriod in which it is prop­

Founded by Cabet to embody the so­ 
cialistic ideals emdodied in his “ Voy­ 
age on Icarie,” it existed on the Rod 
River in Texas, then at Nauvoo, 311.;

and finally death. 


Kaweah, founded* in 1884, in Tu­ 
lare »county, 
California, 
had good 
prospecto, but the colonists could not 


dwell in harmony. 
Topolobampo was 
founded in 
188(5 in Mexico with 
416 persons, and the members by hard 
work managed to mako a living and 
dwell together in peaco until a year 
ago, when thero wero dissensions such 
as have wreckod provious communi­ 
ties of the same kind, 


Ruskin was founded in 1804. 
It 
still thrives. 
Its orgauizers are good 
men of business and its prospects are 
brighter than thf se of most.

Fear Anthrax Epidemic. 


Unless prompt action is taken by the 
Agricultural Department, farmers iu the 
western and north-western sections of 
Franklin county fear there will be an ep- 
idemic of anthrax among their cattle. 
The disease is prevalent in virulent form 
in St. Thomas, Peters and Montgomery 
toivnships, and the deaths of forty cattle 
have been reported in those sections. 


Dr. J. J. Repp, a deputy of the State 
veterinary, made an ollicial investigation 
a few days aj^o by direction of his chief, 
but no 5teps have thus far been taken to 
stamp out tho plairuc. 
The farmers are 
greatly agitated and are hoping for relief 
from Harrisburg every day. 


Not ouly cattle, but the farmers are 
threatened with the malady, which as 
well-known, is fatal to human beinirs. 
One farmer in Montgomery township'in 
performing a post-mortem on a steer, 
sustained a slight scratch on the hand 
from a bone in the carcass 
Surgeons 
say that he is not yet out of danger. 


The steam tannery of Mercer.iburg 
bought H number of hides from the dis- 
eased animals, but the health authorities 
would not allow them to ''work them up," 
because of the danger to the employes 
and also for fear of germs being washed 
from the tannery to adjacent pastures.

brave woman, and worthy of all 
re- 
spect. 


You must know that Mme. Jambe— 
Mother Jambe, the soldiers called her 
—was for many years cantiniere in a 
regiment of the line,and in this capac- 
ity she was a sort of good angel to 
the troops. Ofiicers and soldiers alike 
all respected her. 


She married, 
when 
about 
thirty 
years of nge, the quartermaster-geu- 
eval of the regiment. 
His time was 
nearly up, but he remained with the 
colors in order to help his wife to keep 
the canteen. 


The liitle house was a 
prosperous 
one, for Mme. Jambe had more than 
one string to her boAv, and well under- 
stood how to employ her spare time 
proiitably. 
She had learned the art 
(or science, perhaps, 
it should 
be 
called) of hair-dressing, and on the 
occasion of any fete was in great re- 
quest with the officers' wives. 
The 
thrifty woman was thus able to lay by 
a very considerable sum 
of 
money, 
"which by no means lessened her pop- 
ularity in the regiment. 


Alter a year of married life a son was 
born, and Mme. Jambe and her hus- 
band agreed that as soon as ho should 
attain the proper age, he, too, should 
be a soldier. 
At the age of sixteen he 
passed into tho ranks, and being smart 
and intelligent, he seemed to have a 
bright future before him. 


But the husband and father died sud- 
denly'- in 1869. It was a terrible shock 
to poor Mme. Jambe, and she would 
hardlv have survived it were it not 
for the thought of her son, and the 
hope that he would be a comfort to 
her in her declining years. 
Sorrow 
aged her more than her rough life had 
done, and she left the service and set- 
tled in a little cottage left her by her 
parents in the village of 
Clusy, near 
Pontarliers. 


A year later war broke out, and this 
was another sorrow for her to bear. 
She was a patriot, was Mme. Jambe, 
but she was a mother also. 


During that terrible winter of 1870- 
71, she hardly slept for three consecu- 
tive hours in the twenty-four. Always 
on the alert for news, she chafed sorely 
at the snow, which almost cut off her 
little village from the outer world, and 
made communication a matter of great 
difficulty. 


She passed whole weeks in ignor- 
ance of the ijrogress of the war, of 
her son's whereabouts, and then, little 
by little, she heard of the defeats, and 
at last learned that her son, a sergeant 
uow, had been attached to the army 
of the east, which 
was then 
being 
formed under tho command of General 
Bourbaki, 


From this time and in ^11 weathers 
ishe might be seen each day trudging 
the weary, snow-covered miles which 
lay between Clusy and Pontarliers, or 
else climbing to Fort de Joux, over- 
looking the Swiss frontier. She sought 
news, but news, unhappily, was scarce 
and contradictory. 


Suddenly, toward tho end of Jan-

rounded and prevented from moving 
my position. 
The soldiers ransacked 
the house, I asked myself meanwhile 
who could be the coward who had be- 
trayed my son. 


''At last the brutes found him—him 
and his friends, and

and handsome 
he looked with his 
flashing eyes.

" 'One of his companions has just 
killed him^' a Prussian 
sergeant

plied, pointing to a corpse which I had 
not seen, hidden as it was behind a 
bush. 


"The traitor was a franc-tireur, who, 
to save his own life, had given up my 
son to the enemy. 
His punishment 
had not been long delayed. 


" 'The murderer will be shot!' cried 
the officer; then, looking fiercely at a 
group of villagers who were cowering 
under his men's bayonets, ho 
con- 
tinued: 


" 'Some one among you knows the 
man Jambe; i^oint him out to me, or 
I will order my men to fire on you,' 


"Ah! 
they were brave, my neigh- 
bors, they made no reply. 


" 'Then wo will soon lind out.' 
He 
gave an order in a low voice. 
His 
men pinned me with my back against 
a wall, aud placed rifles in the hands 
of my son and his comrades. 
"And the officer said: 
" 'On the word of 
command 
you 
will fire and kill that woman. 
If you 
disobey it will be your turn next,' 


"A cry of horror ran through 
the 
crowd, followed by a dead silence.

Armor played but a small part; tha 
ten-inch water-line belts of tho Viz- 
caya class M'ere not struck by any 
heavy shell," and tho Colon was struck

Light protection sufficient 
to burst a shell is far worse than none. 
In

case mentioned the shell, if 
the curved shield had not been theVe 
to burst it, by tho resistance oflbred 
sufficient cause the fuse to act, might 
have passed over harmlessly. 
A six- 
inch had passed through a shield of 
a five and a half-inch broadside gun 
of the Maria Teresa, and bursting 
must 
have killed *the entire gun's 
crew. 
Of course such shields as men- 
tioned will protect from ordinary shell 
fragments, but the larger fragments 
of a moderate-sized shell" have enor-

threads and holding on 
against the current. 
Soft clams be- 
traj' their hiding places to the know- 
ing hunter 
by emitting 
occasional 
squirts 
of water when the retiring 
tide has left their banks bare. 
Hogs 
root them out and devour great quan- 
tities of them. They are a widely dis- 
tributed and important food product, 
and it would be a great pity if this 
element of marine wealth and indus- 
try should be wij^ed out,—New York 
Tribune.

Aiucrioji a Favorito Ground for Com- 
intiuistio KndonvorA—Tlio Oiioldo Com- 
munity—The Hrook Farm Kxporimont, 
The disbaudment of the Zoar com- 
munity in Ohio marks the failure of 
the strongest community ever found-

But the Zoar community 
has gone the wa.y that all must tread 
in the course of time. 


For eighty-one years the Zoarites 
! have held together, having a religious 
i bond of union, the founders beiug a 
sect from Wurtcmburg, in Germany, 
called the Separatists. 


According to Professor Ely's " T h e 
Labor Movement in America," they 
owned «everal thousand acres of land, 
had several manufacturing establish- 
ments and property valued at 81,500,- 
000, with a membership of 390 souls. 


There are so many of these attempts 
to put socialism into practice, aud for 
the most part they are so insignifi- 
cant and unostentatious that statistics 
are difficult to secure. 
Yet the best 
estimates are that 
two hundred or 
moro^ serious attempts of the kind 
have been made in America and not 
moro than half a dozen are in exist- 
ence. 
For the most part these are

exception. 
These religious societies have 
been 
dwindling in membership, the Shak- 
ers having decreased in numbers from 
5000 in ly47 to less than 2000 today.

There are also the colonies of Ann- 
heim and Riverside in California and 
at 
Greeley 
in 
Colorado, 
recently 
made, that have had an auspicious be- 
ginning, though their future is 
un- 
certain, judging by the experience of 
other organizations of the same kind 
in the past. 


A review 
of the various 
experi- 
ments tffat have been made in Ameri- 
ca would require a good-sized book. 
America has been a favorite ground 
for such 
attempts, largely made by 
those from the old world, who sought 
more freedom and a relief from the 
burdensome 
conditions 
of the 
old 
world life in a new country. 
Among 
the earliest 
were 
the 
Labadists in 
Maryland, 1634-1722; Johann Kelpius 
colony of "The Woman in the Wilder- 
ness," in what is noAv Philadelphia, 
liJDo-lTOi; the Dunker celibates at 
Ephrata 
in Lancaster county, Penn- 
sylvania, 1713, and a community at 
Snow Hill, near Harrisbnrg. 


The Shakers in America date from 
1774 and maintain their organization 
to this 
day, though their complete 
Wuccess is questioned and there have 
been desertions recently and few con- 
verts. 
The Harmonists, 
established 
in 1787, first settled in Pennsylvania, 
then went to Indiana, and 
later 
to 
Economy, Penn, where they remained 
until a split in the society a few years

Topolobampo was 
founded in 
188fi in 
Mexico 
with 
416 persons, and the members by hard 
work managed to make a living and

One pound of lean meat— beef, mut- 
ton or veal, cut in small pieces;

half pound sweet, salt pork, in thin 
slices;

Work butter 
into a bowl of light bread dough, di- 
vide in two parts, roll one and cut iu 
sijuares, shaj)e the other the size of 
the kettle. 
You will need a deep ket- 
tle with a close-fitting cover. 
Lay 
slices of tho pork in the bottom, then 
meat, potatoes, onion, salt, pojiper to 
season;

dumplings;

water to cover, lay the crust over, 
cover and simmer one and one-half 
hours. 
Do not raise tho lid but keep 
on back of stove.

When cooking onions placo a pail 
of cold water 
at the kitchen door, 
which will prevent the smell from as- 
cending. 


To whiten the kitchen table, spread 
it all over with a thin paste made of 
chloride of lime and hot water; 
leave 
on all night and in the morning wash 
off. 


To remove iron rust from marble, 
use a solution of one part of nitrio 
acid 
in 
twenty-five parts of water. 
Apply carefully to the spots only,thou 
rinse with water and ammonia. 


Stains on white flannel are hard to 
remove. 
The besr way is to mix to- 
gether equal parts of tho yolk of egga 
and glycerijio, apply it to tho staing 
and allow it to soak for half an hour 
or so before the article is washed.
